our City Fathers will persist in being vigonary
and whimselcal at times, Almost everyho hns
heard of Bedford street, has justly concelved it to be
the very quintessence of degradation, has fetched a
sigh for the wrotohed creatnres who burrow in ita
moral and physical filth a8 the rabblt burrows in the
ground, has declared that it I8 a disgrace to the clty,
has gone 8o far a8 to say that something or other
onght surcly to be done towards rooling out the
dena of vige, the hotheads of disease, and the abodes
of syualor with which Itand the surrounding locality
abounds, What A master-stroke 1t was, then, for
Councils to wipe ant utterly and forever the shame
which its existenoe cost npon a great city, by chang-
ing with one graud act of legisiation the name of
Bodford gtreet to Alaska! The old name had De-
Come unsavory: 18 was a stench In the nostrils of
the community, an offense in the eyes of all decent
people.. The new name (8 a8 co0l and refreshing as
A delightful Lreexe fgoating Jdown upon us on a
stifting summer's day from the lapd of fcebergs and
sen-llons. It is trne that Alaska street now Hgures
quite as prominently in our police reportsa as did
Bedford street before the Counciimunic masters
stroke, but, thin, Bedford street 18 no longer o dally
rebuke to decency and order, and nobody imagines
that Alaska has taken it place. Moreover, there (9
a fNtness In the change that will strike the most
thoughitless of readers. The name of Alaska be-
comes the locality, All he nobler instincta, all the
kindlier gentiments, all the purer tles of nature have
been uttorly and eMoctually frozen out of the hearts
of the recking multitude packed into i(ts contines by
poverty, and discase, anid filth, and villainy, and the
heartleas extortion ol the men who own the fee-
Simple of the desecrated 8ol Dub the change In
the name of the principal thoroughfore of this dese
perate precinet nas not wrought a corresponding
change in the place itself, which remains essentially
the same as it has boen (or years—*'a common sewer
of wvice, corruption, and «degradation,” as Judge
Pelree recently desoribed It, after 4 personal [nspec-
tion.

Misery by Moonilght.

Late on Monday evening, in company with the
Rev. John 1. Long sw! Omlcers MeCullough and
Dongherty, of the Seventeenth discrict pollice, we
pald & visit to the locallty, gbont an hour being  de-
vated to an  Inspection of the south gide of Bedford
street, between SIxth and Seventh, directly opposite
the Mission House., To faithfully depiot all the
goenes of wretchedness witnessed during that short
and contracted tour is quite lmpossible. A perfect
ploture of human depravity, as it here exists, cannot
be imparted by pen and ink; there are certain lights
and shades which are too fleeting to be fastencd
upon the canvas, there nre depths of depravity of
which we are not suffered to speak to ears polite,

On the “Kinchin Loy

A Hittle to the west of the Mission House, on the
opposite side of the street, is a dllapidated frame
building, which is onc of the most noterious dens in
the peighborhood. When Judge Peirce and the
Grand Jury visited the locallty recently, thoy found
this establishment bolted wnd barred sgainst them,
and an opportunity to lnspect It was wanting. It wos
therefore determined that we should make a begin-
ning here, before the alarm had heen given, and up
acrenking and winding stalrway opening upon a
narrow alley we accordingly made our way, There
wis some Jittle delay at the door of the vilest roomn
in the whaole vile strooture, bni &N entrance was
tinally effected through the imperative demand of
oMmeer McCallough, The apartment proved o be
about ten feet by twelve In diameter, and its only
ououpants at the time were four white women. ‘e
elder of these, who wasa the reputed mother of two
of the young girls, wus reclining carciessly upon
a filthy lounge, which, with o small table, a solitary
chair, and a low stove, comprised the outlt of the
place, This woman has the reputation of being
fairly unrivalled in the iolguity of her Ufe, but duir-
Ing our stay slie was garrulous but respectful i her
demeanor. f

In the chalr by the stove sata voung girl who
nas recently figured ln our police reports, In eom-
pany with a young man she was not long since taken
Into custody because of an assortment ol boots and
shoes which were found in possession of the twaln
They gave the nnmes of John and Jennle Claypole,
and thelr examination before the alderman proved
that they are fittingly so named, being life-like coun-
terparts of the famous Noah and, Charlotts who
have been so offensively digshed up by Dickens in
“Oliver Twist.” John was, llke Noah Lefore him,
vign the Kinchin lay,'” while Jennie aspiréed attimes
to the pursuit of the *igher art.”

Up apother NarrOw alley a few steps distant we
were then conducted, and latroduced into an open
space in the rear of & frame building. On one side
#lood @ kmall frame shanty, about Aveby seven feet
1n superiicial ared and not more than six feet high,
On a previous visit two or three years ago we had
Inspocted the snme structure, wlurh then rejolced
in ‘the titie of “The Continental,” It being at the
time devoied to lodging purposes, The landlord of
those diays wus & veueruble African, who Kepl a
rerocious dog and eked ouln miserable existence
for himself and his canine companion by ‘‘taking In
and doing for” sundry outcasts at the rate of ten
cents per night, cash in adyvance, A tap at the door
caused it 1o open quickly, bul there was no chance,
no nogd 10 cross the threshold. AL the rear was &
shelf 'on which were a few bits of crockery and a
Hghted candle which threw aflickering glare over
the inmates. Sitting upon the foor opposite the
entrance wis o white woman, aid by her side lay &
gleeping Infant, Right by the door sat wpon the
floor & young man, extorting & grain of comfort
from & clay pipe. Between him anid the woman was
a low charcoal stove, and so closely about it were

uuddied the inmates that nelthgr of them oould

Brief Notes of Misery.

Time and space forbid that we should narratein
such detail the incldents of the whole tour through
this hot-bed of depravity, In another cellar, which
we soon alter entered directly from the sireel, we
found & whité man and three white women, the
former as blind as a bat and inclined to be indig-
nant at the intrusion. But he was oon quisted, and
then grew quite commuonicative, hopping about the
barren foor with the assurance that he “had seen
the day when he conld dance i Jig with any of s,
and do a hard day's work with the best of ug.” But
this, alas! was "before he had lost his sight,” One
of the women found in this squalld and flithy apart.
ment wad & lodger for the night only. She lay
gprawllng upon the floor in a ¢orner, without any
covering (it a tattered Jdress, and was too dronk to
articolate with olesrness, DBut she was not o
irunk to bégcech uk to relieve her of a child less
than a year old—a bright and cheery little crenture,
whose sjlvory laugh sounded sirangely in  tlils
wretehed ahode,

Into st another cellar we
up within a space not more than glx feet
In slze, we found @ white man and
women, grouped ahont a red-ot stove
vime such stining fumes of gas that the atinosphere
was almost overpowering, And yet, a littleghrivelled
woman~whose every haly stood on end, declared
The bullding above this
terrible hole contains at least a dozen rooms, into each
of which is cranuned an entire family at an average
weekly rental of £1498%  And the man, a4 negro, who
owns the property, 18 salil to be worth at least 60,000,
Until within o few months past he was a regular
minister of the Gospel, hut last spring his T was
taken In hand by his fellow-preachers, who sis-
pended him from hig pulplt functions; obut further
than thig, we understand, no definite action hns bean
taken,

In apother rickety building were found in one of
the first oor roams & black man and three whige
women: and in the attle, gtrewn about the fdor,
almost as thick as they could He, were five white
women and two boys, the latter sione being pre-
vided with an apology for hed-clothing, One of tie
women hid avidently been surpas<ingly heaatiful in
other days, and even by the dull glimmer of the
candle could be discerned remaining traces of the
uitrnctions of face and form which hwd wrecked both
body and sonlk

But we have written enoungh, as we had gar
soen epough, to convinee the gool people of ’ﬁi
pood oity that In thelr very midst there still oxifts o
spot which Is a shame and a disgrace to LW comn-
munity by whose apathy itis tolerated. Pie sidgle
sguare through which our tour extengded s buta
type of the whole locality, the population of which
i numbered by thousands, all yenk to the yery
deptfik of depravity.

Which will be exhausted with the first of the new
year. The mere statement of this fact shonid sufoe
to bring a generous response, and if & greater guan-
tity of fael I# received than the direct wanta of the
misgion require, there are hundreds of sDivering
wretches in the neighborhood on whom the surplus
can be bestowed, and the aggregate of human suf-
fering thereby measurably relleved,

But something more than mere missionary ‘abor
8 required (o wipe this biog from the face of our falr
city. Bedford street must be rooted up; (18 misern-
ble hovels and vile dens miust be torn down, and
whedr pince must be supplied by balidings 1hat are
more fit for the habitation of human ereatures than
for the wallowing of nnclean beasts, During the
past two or three years thoe Board of Health, with
the pestilencs staring them in the face, bave done
much owards improving the condition of the local-
Iy, and of iste the Bullipg Inspeciors Lave jent a
helping haud by ardering the demolition of some of
the more dilapidated structares, a lew ol which have
been succeeded by bulldiogs which are decent with-
out and comfortable within, Againet their inter-
ference, however, the owners of the propetty strug
gle desperately, The profits reaped by these extor.

He vented his wrinth in blasphemny amd abuse, and
finally, in excess of passion, Iaid Bis hend apan Mr,
Long'4 shoulder, Within an hour he was confront-
ing Mayor Fox, and when held to an acoount for b's
indiscretion, repaired 1o LiS hannts ln & very sractie
bie mood,

Of Mr. Long's fitness for the labor e has in hand,
o VIsit to the mission and a tour of the neighvorbood
in his company, by day or night, will eford sufticient
evidence, He g feared nx well a8 respected by all
the wretches and desperadoes ioto contact with
whom he s dally broaght. For the most part thoy
listen patiently to advice an<d rebuke alike, and o
not molest him in hig earnest labory i thelr behall,
Put pow and then the missionary encounters o ris.
tomer who proves o \ttle refractory, amdl his task
doed wot always present & monotonous freedom
from personal danger, as a cage o peiot will show,
